Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants assertion on Page 3, 1st Paragraph "it will be appreciated that the system of Walsh not 
only fails to be server computer driven ..." for the same reasons set forth in the Office Action dated January 22, 2007 (See Response To 
Arguments and Rejection of Claim 1). Furthermore, in a Bluetooth system the devices synchronize with the master to form a piconet for 
the purpose of transmitting or receiving content thus the devices and the master are synchronized with respect to the content. Walsh 
thus, when applying the broadest reasonable interpretation, reads on the content synchronization limitation. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants assertion that Lappetelainen does not teach a Bluetooth system. Col. 2 lines 21 - 25, 
lines 37 - 42 show that the invention of Lappetelainen is directed toward power consumption of low power devices that operate in the ISM 
band, which comprise Bluetooth devices. Examiner also respectfully disagrees with Applicants assertion on Page 6 1st Paragraph "Yet 
further, it is respectfully submitted that, when the objectives of Lappetelainen are considered, it will be appreciated ...". The invention of 
Lappetelainen is directed towards an improved wake up and communication set up method for ISM devices that enables low power 
consumption independent of actual environmental conditions. Modifying Walsh with Lappetelainen renders an ISM band device that 
operates with the lowest possible power consumption independent of the actual environmental conditions.. 
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
